Indian  Chief  and  Medicine  Man, in  conversation 
with  a  fur  trader,  as  quoted  by  Washington 
Irving  in  "The  Adventures  of  Captain  Bonne- 
ville,"' said: 

"The  Cron  Country  is  a  good  c ount r y. . .  T he 
G  r eat  Spirit  has  put  it  in  exactly  the  right 
place..  ..while  you  are  in  it  you  f  are  a  e  1 1 .  ,  ,  . 
whenever  you  go  out  o  j  it.  a h i cn ev er  nay  you 
trav  el ,  you  fare  -torse...  Ihe  Cr  on  Countr  y  has 
snowy  mountains  ana  sunny  plains;  all  Kinds 
of  climate  and  good  things  for  every  season.. 
There    is   no    country   like   the   Crow  Co:i/7tr~y. 

The  region  which  Arapooish  described  was, 
roughly  speaking,  that  embraced  within  the 
valleys  of  the  Yellowstone  and  its  tributar- 
ies and  the  mountains  in  which  these  streams 
have  their  source,  and  in  all  this  vast  ex- 
panse the  most  favored  spot  was  that  region 
covering  the  valleys  of  the  .  Yellowstone  and 
Big  Horn  rivers  near  their  confluence  and  the 
mountains  to  the  south  and  west. 

The  traveler,  when  he  comes  to  Billings — 
known  as  the  "Crossroads  of  the  Northwest" 
and  "The  Gateway  of  the  American  Wonderland" 
— is  in  the  very  heart  of  this  territory. 

Within  this  area,  adjacent  to  Yellowstone 
Park,  known  the  world  over  for  its  unique  and 
amazing  natural  phenomena,  are  the  Absaroka, 
Shoshone  and  Custer  (formerly  Beartooth)  Na- 
tional Forests  where  are  25  peaks  over  12,000 
feet  high,  among  tnem  the 
loftiest  mountain  in  Mon- 
tana— Granite  Peak,  alti- 
tude 12,990  feet  (scaled 
^  for  the  first  time  in>23) 

the  second  highest, Silver 
Run,  scores  of  peaks  over 
10,000  feet  high;  innum- 
erable streams  and  falls, 
hundreds  of  lakes,  a  maze 
of  foot  and  saddle  trails 
and  now,  for  that  matter, 
paved  highways,  unfolding 
quite  unforgettable  pano- 
ramas of  peak  and  plains- 
stupendous  beyond  words, 
if  not  past  imagination. 

Here  too  are  more  than 
a  score  of  huge  glaciers,

Grasshopper  Glacier — a  mass  of  Ice  many  hun- 
dreds of  feet  thick  and  covering  three  square 

miles  so  called  because  it  contains  millions 

of  frozen  grasshoppers.  And  here  too  is  found 
the  "Pink  Snow"  which,  like  the  prisoned  hop- 
pers, presents  not  only  a  novelty  to  the  lay- 
man, but  a  problem  for  the  scientist.     And  in 
this  vast  expanse  of  mountains,  upon  which  in 
summer  a  green  carpet  of  pines,  brightened  by 
oceans  of  .wild  flowers  of  brilliant  hue,  runs 
to  the    very  edge  of  whose 
snow-capped  crests,  scores 
of  mighty  gorges  lie,  most 
notable  of  them  the  Canyon 
of  the  Big  Horn,     which  in 
diversity    of  outstanding 
features  is  excelled  by  no 
other  canyon  on  the  conti- 
nent and  thru  which  for  50 
miles  the  river  winds  like 
a  silver  thread  'twixt  al- 
most vertical  walls  whose 
depth    in  places  of  almost 
3,000  feet  ia    over  twice 
that  of  the  colorful  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  in  Yellowstone  Park 
Near  the  moutn    #f  the  Canyon    is  the  site 
of  a    proposed    500-foot    Government     dam  for 
flood  and  silt  control  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
also  power  and  irrigation,     for  which  surveys 
have    been    made    and  the     estimated    cost  of 
which  is  around  $30,000, 000. This  site  is  only 
45  miles  by  airline  from    Billings  and  can  be 
reached  via  Hardin  over  a  paved  road. 

Wild  game  abounds  and  the  area  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river  has  recently  been  restocked 
with  buffalo  and  elk  by  Robert  Yellowtail, 
the  Indian  Superintendent  of  the  Crow  Reser- 
vation, thru  which  the 
Canyon  runs.  When  even- 
tually the  west  side  is 
skirted  by  a  good  road, 
two  scenic  marvels,  The 
Tower  &  Horseshoe  Bend, 
will  become  accessible 
This  whole  area,  within 
which  lie  the  Absaroka, 
Bear  tooth,  Shoshone, Big 
Horn  and  Pryor  mountain 
ranges,  is  a  country  of 
exhilarating  Bunshine, 
of  pure  air  redolent  Of 
General  Geo'. A.  Coster  pine  and  wild  flower,  a

land  where  every  breath  la  a  tonic,  and  every 
draught  of  pure  mountain  water  rich  with  the 
joy  of  living;  a  land  of  warm  days  and  cool 
nights,  whose  myriad  lakes  and  streams  Invite 
the  angler  and  whose  wilds  call  to  the  hunter 
of  big  game; a  veritable  Paradise  where  amidst 
the ^silent  mountains,  far  from  the  noises  of 
the  city  and  away  from  life's  petty  worries, 
Nature  weaves  a  magic  spell  and  all  who  come 
soon  yield--body,  mind  and  soul — to  the  soft 
seduction  of  her  perfect  harmonies. 

This  mountain  area  Is  still  primitive  wil- 
derness peopled  only  by  the  birds  and  animals 
and  fishes  whose  abundance  made  It,  In  days 
not  long  distant,  the  favorite  hunting  ground 
of  the  Northwest  Indians.  Yet  so  rapidly  Is 
the  popularity  of  this  region  increasing  that 
scores  of  modern  and  attractive  resorts  have 
been  established  including  "dude  ranches", 
camps,  medicinal  springs  and  summer  hotels, 
offering  the  tourist  anything  and  everything 
that  his  taste  may  demand  in  the  matter  of 
accommodations,  environment,  atmosphere  and 
entertainment. 

And  now,  In  addition  to  all  these  and  many 
other  attractions,  the  Billings  Region  offers 
the  supreme  thrill  of  travel  over  what  may  be 
properly  termed  the  most  spectacular  mountain 
highway  in  America — the  New  Yellowstone  Park 
Entrance  via  Red  Lodge,  "Gateway  of  the  Bear- 
tooths,"  and  Cooke  City,  "ghost  town"  for  50 
years,  now  a  picturesque  combination  of  prim- 
itive mining  camp  and  budding  tourist  center. 

Leaving  Red  Lodge  the  road  winds  12  miles 
up  charming  Rock  Creek  Valley,  thence  zigzags 
up  the  mountain,  climbing  in  13  miles  from  an 
altitude  of  6,000  feet  to  Beartooth  Plateau, 
11,000  feet  above  sea  level,  and  revealing  a 
succession  of  scenic  panoramas  breath-taking 
in  their  elemental  grandeur.

across  the  "top  of  the  world",  unfolding  new 
vistas  at  every  turn,  fringes  beautiful  Bear- 
tooth  Lake,  drops  down  into  the  Valley  of  the 
Clark's  Fork,  then  plunges  into  virgin  forest 
to  Cooke  City,   "Silver  Gate"  and  the  Park. 

Aptly  called  the  "HIGHway",  this  engineer- 
ing classic,  built  by  the  Government,  has  no 
steep  grades  and  with  a  minimum  breadth  of  18 
feet,  paved  surface,  and  guard  rails  built  of 
massive  logs,  it  gives  even  the  driver  never 
before  off  the  plains  a  sense  of  complete  se- 
curity. It  lessens  the  distance  from  Billings 
to  the  Park  by  50  miles  making  it  a  leisurely 
four-hour  drive,  and  incidentally  opens  up  to 
the  angler  countless  lakes  and  streams  filled 
with  trout  big  and  little—all  fighting  fish. 

WHGtfe  HISTORY  WAS  lAIRITTGOO 

Rich,  too,  is  this  region  in  legendary  and 
historic  associations.  Here  are  many  eviden- 
ces of  ancient  civilizations  whose  traditions 
dimly  survive  in  the  lore 
of  present  day  Indians. 
Thru  the  Yellowstone  Val- 
ley, 130  years  ago,  the 
famous  Lewis  &  Clark  Ex- 
pedition, in  exploring  the 
new  "Louisiana  Purchase," 
pushed  its  valiant  way, 
and  here  History  was  writ- 
ten in  large  letters  in 
the  Winning  of  the  West. 

The  motorist,  driving  on 
paved  highways  mile  after 
mile  thru  highly  developed 
and  prosperous  farming  country,  discovering 
cities  and  towns  reflective  of  the  most  mod- 
ern aspects  of  American  life,  often  finds  it 
difficult  to  realize  that  among  these  peace- 
ful valleys  and  placid  hills — immortalized  by 
the  sacrifice  of  General  Custer  and  the  ex- 
ploits of  "Buffalo  Bill", — was  waged  the 
etruggle  which  finally  established  the  "pale- 
face" as  master  of  the  Northwest,  and  that 
all  this  wondrous  change  has  been  wrought 
within  a  span  of  hardly  more  than  fifty  years.

On  every  hand  are  historic  landmarks — the 
Custer  Battlefield,  the  hunting  lodge  of  Col- 
onel Cody  and  countless  others — and  here,  up- 
on their  reservation,  which  is,  literally 
speaking,  all  that  remains  of  the  once  vast 
"Crow  Country",  the  Crow  Indians,  now  less 
than  2,000  in  number,  are  living  out  the  rest 
of  their*  days  and,  in  spite  of  the  encroach- 
ments of  white  civilization,  keeping  alive 
many  of  the  old  tribal  rites  and  customs.  As, 
too,  are'  the  once  warlike  Cheyennes,  their 
near  neighbors  in  the  Tongue  River  country, 
south  of  Miles  City,  the  famous  "cow  town" 
which  Theodore  Roosevelt  used  to  visit  fre- 
quently while  ranching  in  the  region. 

A  movement  to  pre- 
serve for  posterity  a 
tangible  memory  of  an 
epochal  period  in  the 
history  of  the  nation 
has  progressed  to  the 
point  that  the  Senate 
of  the  U.  S.  has  voted 
favorably  on  a  meas- 
ure sponsored  by  Sen. 
Wheeler  appropriating 
$75,000  for  a  museum 
to  be  erected  on  the 
Custer  Battlefield  in 
which  will  be  brought 
together  a  wealth  of 
historic  relics,  in- 
cluding those  left  by 

Gen.  Custer's  widow.  A  Little  Oro.v  HRiNctss 
This  "Indian  Country"  will  in  near  future 
be  traversed  by  a  highway  now  under  construc- 
tion from  Belle  Fourche  thru  the  Battlefield, 
to  Billings  on  a  bee  line,  bringing  the  Black 
Hills  appreciably  closer  to  Yellowstone  Par1:.

No  trip  into  the 
Northwest  is  really- 
complete  if  it  does 
not  include  a  visit 
to  Billings  and  not 
for  just  a  few  min- 
utes, or  hours,  but 
for  long  enough  to 
get  acquainted  with 
the  city  and  to  see 
a  few  of  the  points 
of  interest,  in  and 
near  it.  They  will 
well  repay  a  stop- 
over and  it  will  be 
long  recalled  as  a 
"high  spot"  of  any 
trip.  Crossroads  o| 
the  Northwest,  Bil- 
lings is  a  logical 
place  to  come  to  as 
a  jumping-off  place 
in  every  direction. 

A  drive  of  only  an  hour  or  so  takes  one  to 
streams  famous  for  trout  fishing, cool  canyons 
and  pine-clad  slopes, within  easy  reach,  afoot 
or  a  saddle, of  snow  and  glaciers  and  towering 
peaks  whose  tops  have  yet  to  feel  the  foot  of 
man.  From  the  dude  ranches  experienced  guides 
and  sure-footed  ponies  are  ready  to  "hit  the 
trail"  with  you  thru  the  hills  and  forests. 

Paved  highways  lead  from  Billings  to  three 
entrances  to  Yellowstone  Park--the  Livingston 
and  Cody  roads,  each  famed  for  its  scenic  at- 
tractiveness, and  the  new  Red  Lodge  HIGHway-- 
and  the  tourist  who  does  not  plan  his  itiner- 
ary to  see  all  three  is  missinr  something.  To 
the  north  a  paved  road  leads  to  Glacier  Park, 

Billings  is  an  impressively  clean,  modern, 
metropolitan  city,  truly  typical  in  standards 
of  living,  institutions,  appearance,  business 
activity  and  community  spirit,  of  Americanism 
at  its  best.  It  offers  the  finest  of  accommo- 
dations, entertainment,  merchandise,  service, 
on  an  all-year-rbund-one-price-to-all  basis, 
and  to  most  people     the  city  is  a  revelation. 

Descriptions  of  points  of  interest  follow: 
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"A  Range  Rider  of  the  Yellowstone" 

This  bronze  statue     (done  by 
Charles  Chrlstadoro)     was  nosed 
by  Wm.   S.   Hart     ("Bill"  Hart  of 
movie  fame,  since  successful) as 
a  writer)  and  presented 
by  him  to  the  City,  the 
unveiling  taking  olace 
July  4,  1927,  Billings' 
45th  anniversary.  Close 
to  the  ed^e  of  the  rim- 
rocks  on  Rtnrock  Drive, 
400  feet  above  the  town 
it  commands  a  memorable 
view  of  the  Yellowstone 
Valley,  encompassing  on 
clear  days  no  less  than 
seven  mountain  ranges. 

Boothlll  Cemetery 

The  burial  ground  for  about  two  score  residents 
of  Coulson,  most  of  whom  died  with  their  boots  on. 
Tradition  has  it  that  the  cemetery  was  established 
when  some  man  in  a  Coulson  saloon  called  another  a 
liar.  Nearly  all  the  others  interred  here  likewise 
met  violent  deaths  and  side  by  side  lie  peace  offi- 
cers, "bad  men,"  victims  of  Indian  massacres  and  of 
accidents,  among  the  number  being  a  woman  who  com- 
mitted suicide  in  the  river  and  a  child  drowned  in 
a  wash  tub.  The  last  burial  was  in  1882.  The  monu- 
ment, which  was  erected  in  1912,  Is  made  of  stones 
picked  up  from  the  burial  grounds. 

Kelly  Mountain 

A  rocky  eminence  surmounting  the  Rlmrocks  where 
Is  burled  Captain  Luther  S.  "Yellowstone"  Kelly, one 
of  the  famous  scouts  of  the  early  days,  who  died  in 
California  In  1928  leaving  a  request  that  his  body 
be  laid  to  final  rest  on  this  beloved  Montana  3pot. 
A  scenic  highway,  running  north  from  U.S.  10  at  the 
Fairgrounds,  passing  Boothlll  Cemetery  and  circling 
the  cliff sides,  leads  to  his  grave,  thence  joining 
the  Rimrock  Drive  which  connects  with  the  Lindbergh 
Blvd.   at  the  Airport.     This  Is  a  beautiful  drive. 

Sacrifice  Cliff 
About  a  hundred  years  ago,  the  scourge  of  small- 
pox swept  thru  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  Northwest, 
following  (so  tradition  has  it)  the  appropriation 
by  Indians  of  the  clothes  and  belongings  of  a  white 
trader  on  the  Missouri  river  who  had  died  from  this 
disease.  The  sweat  baths  which  the  red  men  used  for 
combattinr  illness  served  to  accelerate  mortality, 
and  it  has  been  estimated  that  150,000  Indians,  or 
approximately  half  of  the  total  population  of  these 
tribes,  succumbed.  Sacrifice  Cliff,  which  rises  a 
sheer  200  feet  above  the  Yellowstone  at  a  point  due 
north  of  a  ford  in  the  river  which  marked  a  cross- 
roads of  the  Indian  trails,  Is  so  named  because  of 
the  legend  that  here  great  numbers  of  Indians  leap- 
ed to  their  deaths  in  the  river,  either  in  despera- 
tion or  in  the  hooe  of  appeasing  the  wrath  of  their 
gods.  The  cliff  is  a  few  rods  south  of  the  Yellow- 
stone Trail  (U.S. 10)  li  miles  east  of  city  limits.

Signal  Point 

On  this  bold  promontory  more  than  500  feet  above 
the  river,  southeast  of  the  city,  the  Indians,  In 
the  days  of  Inter-trlbal  warfare  and  later  of  the 
white  Invasion,  built  signal  fires  which  were  vis- 
ible for  a  great  distance  in  all  directions. 
Old  Home  of  "Calamity  Jane" 

A  "dugout"  along  the  creek  bank  a  few  rods  south 
of  the  road  up  picturesque  Canyon  Creek  Canyon  some 
eight  miles  north  of  Laurel  and  17  miles  West  of 
Billings  was  for  years  the  home  of  "Calamity  Jane," 
a  famous  character  of  pioneer  days  in  this  region-- 
a  strange  mixture  of  good  and  bad,  who  figured  in 
many  thrilling  episodes.  "Calamity"  was  the  reputed 
sweetheart  of  "Wild  Bill"  Hickok, notorious "bad  man" 
who  boasted  42  notches  in  his  gun,  and  she  was  bur- 
ied near  him  in  the  Black  Hills.  She  died  in  1903. 
The  citizens  of  Laurel  are  planning  to  build  an  ex- 
act replica  of  her  canyon  home  in  which  many  relics 
of  this  unusual  woman  may  be  viewed  by  travelers  on 
U.S. 10.  Plans  are  also  on  foot  to  hard-surface  the 
road  from  Laurel  to  the  original  site  which  will  be 
appropriately  marked. 

Sturgia  Battlefield 

This  is  the  scene  of  one  of  the  many  encounters 
which  attended  the  historic  flight  of  Chief  Joseph 
and  300  Nez  Perce  warriors,  with  their  women  and 
children,  from  their  reservation  in  Oregon  in  1877. 
Pursued  by  Gen.  Howard's  troops  and  fought  by  bands 
of  settlers,  Chief  Joseph  defeated  them  in  every 
clash.  Crossing  Yellowstone  Park  and  following  the 
Clark's  Fork  river  to  the  Yellowstone,  he  held  up 
the  Overland  stage  and  then  went  up  Canyon  Creek. 
Just  below  the  mouth  of  the  canyon,  east  of  the 
old  home  of  "Calamity  Jane",  he  was  intercepted  by 
six  companies  of  cavalry  under  Gen.  Sturgis,  but 
got  away  after  a  battle  in  which  two  soldiers  were 
killed,  and  reached  the  northern  part  of  the  state 
where  after  a  battle  in  which  the  Indians-  were 
again  victors,  he  surrendered  to  Gen.  Miles.

A  high  plateau  surrounded  on  all  aides  by  preci- 
pitous bluffs,  with  only  one  narrow  entrance,  where 
"Rattlesnake  Jake"  and  Charles  Fallon,  notorious 
horsetbieves  of  the  early  eighties,  "cached"  stolen 
stock.  In  1884  the  two  were  finally  killed  by  citi- 
zens of  Lewlstown  In  a  street  battle.  The  entrance 
to  this  natural  cache  may  be  reached  on  foot  after 
turning  south  off  Canyon  Creek  road  across  creek, 
about  a  mile  beyond  abandoned  reservoir  site  and 
close  to  the  old  home  of  "Calamity  Jane.  " 

Home  of  late  Chief  Plenty  Coups 
Only  a  few  miles  from  Billings,  near  Pryor  Agen- 
cy on  the  Crow  Indian  Reservation,  Is  the  home  of 
the  late  Chief  Plenty  Coups,  who  passed  on  In  1932, 
aged  84.  He  was  the  most  famous  American  Indian  and 
had  often  visited  the  "Great  White  Father"  at  Wash- 
ington, the  last  time  being  when  he  was  chosen  to 
represent  all  the  Indians  of  America  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Tomb  of  the  Unknown  Soldier  on  Armis- 
tice Day,  1921,  where  he  laid  a  coo  stick  and  War 
oonnet  on  the  grave  and  delivered  an. 
address  which  has  been  pronounced  a 
classic.  As  the  last  of  the  Crow  war 
chiefs  and  all  his  life  a  good  friend 
of  the  whites,  Plenty  Coups  formed  an 
interesting  link  between  the  days  of 
the  bow  and  the  buffalo,  those  of  the 
rifle  and  the  covered  wagon,  and  the 
era  of  the  automobile,  radio  and  air- 
plane which  he  lived  to  see.  His  home 
at  Pryor  Agency,  a  two-story  log  cab- 
in  3e,t  ln  a  grove,  is  a  shrine  which 
¥     |Hb|£  many  visit.      It  can  be  reached  In  an 

hour  and  a  quarter  from  Billings,  the 
drive  being  thru  beautiful  country. 
Midland  Empire  Fairgrounds 
Finest  exposition  plant  In  the  Northwest,  with  a 
half-mile  track  and  an  auditorium  accommodating  ten 
thousand  people.  This  spot  was  a  favorite  camping 
place  of  whites  and  reds,  soldiers  and  immigrants, 
In  pioneer  days.  The  Annual  Midland  Empire  Fair  and 
Rodeo  (1937  dates  Aug.  9-14)  is  held  here. 

One  of  the  World's  Largest  Sugar  Plants 
The  factory  of  the  Great  Western  Sugar  Company  at 
Billings  Is  the  largest  plant  operated  by  the 
world's  largest  producer  of  beet  sugar.  It  pro- 
duces every  year  approximately  100  million  pounds 
highest  grade  sugar  -  a  pound  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child  of  school  age  In  the  nation. 
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Eastern  Montana  Stat©  Normal  School 
Located  on  a  51-acre  campus,  just  north  of  city, 
donated  by  Billings  citizens.  A  new  0250,000  build- 
ing houses  all  departments.  Since  establishment  in 
1927  has  enrolled  4,000  and  graduated  1140.  Course 
in  Montana  Environment — attractive  to  out-of-state 
teachers,  includes  three  weeks  respectively  on  Mon- 
tana history  (at  school),  nature  study  in  camp  near 
Red  Lodge,  and  travel,  including  Yellowstone  &  Gla- 
cier National  Parks  and  other  points  of  interest. 
Billings  Polytechnic  Institute 
One  of  the  most  unique  educational  institutions 
In  America,  providing  training  for  boys  and  girls 
lacking  usual  opportunities  for  schooling.  Affili- 
ated in  1936  with  Intermountain  College.  Now  offers 
four-year  college  courses — academic,  vocational  and 
business--as  well  as  music,  meclianical  engineering, 
etc.  Has  charming  campus,  with  stone  building  built 
by  students.

Bridge;  Inscription  Cave,  containing  helroglyphlcs 
of  unknown  antiquity  now  nearly  destroyed  by  nature 
and  vandals;  Baker's  Battlefield,  and  many  others.
